Hearing no objections, the Boyne 
City Commissioners approved the 
bonding procedure for Magna 
International's LexaMar project in 
the new Air-Industrial Park during 
the Tuesday noon meetirg. 

The bonds which will be issued in 
the amount of $10 million, will be 
used to develop the plant and some 
of the facilities within the park. 

With the approval of the city, the 
bonds can now be prepared and 
sold to investors. 

While the city will be the issuing 
agent, under the rules of Public 
Act 62, the bonds will not be 
carrying any obligation to pay by 
the city. That is the responsibility 
of the company. The bonds are 
similar to Economic Development 
Bonds. but fall under a different 
guideline as they are industrial 
bonds. 


Seat belt law 
brings OK 
from officials 
after looking 
at data 


A month after taking effect, 
Charlevoix County Sheriff George. 
J. Lasater said that Michigan's 
seat belt law has had a positive 
impact on county residents. 

According to Lasater, a survey of 
seat belt use indicates that use is 
up some 80 percent in the area. He 
added that most of the comments 
he has received concerning the 
law, which requires all front seat 
passengers to wear a safety belt 
unless they or their vehicle are 
exempt, have been positive. 

To allow people time to disci- 
pline themselves to comply with 
the new law that took effect July 1, 
the Charlevoix County Sheriff’s 
department policy is to issue ver- 
bal warnings to those found not in 
compliance with the law, except if 
there has been an accident where 
personal injury resulted. 

“I felt there should be an educa- 
tional period and a period to get 
used to it,’’ Lasater said. 

According to the law, a violation 
carries a $10 civil fine until Jan- 
uary 1, 1986, when the fee rises to 


$25. No points are given for the | 


infraction. 

Lasater noted that in the over 50 
traffic fatalities that have occurred 
in the county over the last nine 
years he has served as sheriff, 
some 20 victims probably would 
have survived if they had been 
wearing their seat belts, and out of 
those 20 people, 10 could have 
walked away from the crashes with 
only minor injuries. 

In a recent accident on Deer 
Lake road, a passenger who was 
not wearing a safety belt was 
killed, but the driver, who was 
wearing a seat belt; survived, 
according to Lasater. He added 
that a Friday night. mishap in 
which a Boyne City resident rolled 
his car, might have been fatal had 
the driver not been wearing & seat 
belt. 

“There have been several acci- 
dents recently where having a seat 
belt on was a definite factor in the 
occupants not having injuries,’ 
Lasater. said. 

Local city police say they have 
given few warnings or citations for 
infractions of the seat belt law.

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News [Boyne OKs $10 million bond package 


. According to-Dick Beagle, the 
head of the economic task force for 
the county, the bonding is a 
standard tool that is being used by 
almost every, community wanting 
economic development. 

The commission also heard a 
short review of the planning 
board’s meeting held Monday 
night. The planners recommended 
that the city put all of the land in 
the new industrial park into a 
Planned Industrial District. 

That zoning designation allows 
the planning commission to have 
some controls over the kind of 
development and the types of 
construction within the new park 
district. ’ 

The planners heard questions 
from Rudy Florenski who won- 
dered about whether the new park 


required a vote of the people, 
whether the city attorney had the 
legal right to participate in real 
estate, and that the city couldn’t 
buy the land because of back taxes 
being due. 

He was told by the City Manager 
Randy Frykberg that since the 
new industrial park was industrial 
and not recreational, no public vote 
was called for, attorneys do have 
the legal right to deal in real estate, 
and the taxes would be paid by the 
seller prior to transfer of title to the 
city. 

The city also heard a presentation 
of the financial report of the fiscal 
year that ended April 30, 1985. 
Eric Peterson of Hill, Woodcock 
and Schroderus told: the members 
of the commission that the city 
was in pretty good shape, and was 


working to reduce the deficits in 
the water and sewer area of the 
budget. 

The city received income 
amounting to $1,877,705 from 
taxes, charges, governments, fines 
and fees, interest and con- 
tributions, while it spend slightly 
more than it took in, $1,892,130. 
The areas of greatest spending for 
the city included general govern- 
ment, public safety, highway and 
streets, and water and sewer. The 
deficit amount was paid for by 
prior year savings. 

Peterson told the commission 
that. the city is doing a good job 
and is improving, considering the 
economic conditions of the area. 

The city also heard about a 
request to use the Veterans 
Memorial Park area for a show of 
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the Lippenzanner stallions that are 
coming to town on August 24-25. 
The show will be sponsored by the 
Rotary Club and includes 20 of the 
horses from that famous stable in 
Vienna, Austria. The horses are 
trained in dressage, which is a type 
of movement horses used to make 
on battlefields in the days of men 
with armor. 

Known for a jump-kick, the 
horses are still being trained in the 
style of yesteryear and are 
specially bred for the work. 

After the meeting, Frykberg said 
that the site plans for the new 
LexaMar building will be 
presented within the next few 
weeks to the planners. He also said 
that the city was working with the 
State Commerce Department on 
the grants the city needs.

TOMATOES 

Before recordings of the history 
of this hemisphere, tomatoes were 
growing wild in their native Andes 
and pre-Columbian Indians grew 
many kinds of tomatoes for food. 
Yet people of our ancestry long 
considered the ‘‘love apple’’ as 
poisonous, being a member of the 
nightshade family. 

They were taken to Europe 
where the Italians first grew them 
for food about 1550, and later 
grown in gardens of other coun- 
tries such as England and France 
more as a curiosity than for food. 
The French calied them ‘‘Pomme 
d’Amour’’, hence the English and 
American term ‘‘Love Apple’’ 
When famous people like Thomas 
Jefferson raised and ate them they 
became accepted. After having 
made good abroad the tomato has 
attained great importance in its 
native hemisphere. 

Mother always tried to raise 
tomatoes in her garden; Good 
Friday was the day she planned to 
set her seeds in boxes of soil to 
grow in a sunny window until) the 
danger of frost was past. Then to 
be planted in the garden. Some 
years like this past one, there was 
a cool spring late in arriving and 
the tomatoes got a late start. Then 
she hoped and prayed that there 
would not be an early frost in 
September before they ripened. In 
that case she had to buy them to 


 oromatoed do not seem to taste as 
good to me now as those vine 
ripened, juicy red ones. We ate 
them, sun warmed, in the hand 
just as they were. You could shake 
a little salt on them but it was not 
necessary, and sliced tomatoes 
were on the table for almost nye 
meal, 

Mother canned bushels ie our 
winter use, nearly always in 2 qt. 
cans. She made soup, macaroni or 
rice casseroles, escalloped toma- 
toes or just served them in sauce 
dishes with maybe a bit of butter or 
sugar added. Here are a few 
recipes using those luscious and 
tasty tomatoes. 


SESAME CHEESE TOMATOES 
WITH 
COTTAGE CHEESE DRESSING 
For 6 use: : 
3 large tomatoes 
Salt and pepper 
1 cup shredded cheddar cheese 
2 tablespoons butter 
3 tablespoons sesame seed 
Y% cup soft bread crumbs 
Cut tomatoes in half horizontally 
and place in a shallow baking pan, 
cut side up. Salt and pepper. In a 
mixing bowl blend together 
cheese, butter, sesame seed and 
bread crumbs. Broil tomatoes 
about 5 minutes. Top each with 
about 1% tablespoons cheese mix- 
ture, Broil 2 to 3 minutes.

TOMATO AND SYBO SALAD 

From my ‘‘Recipes from Scotland”’ 
-Tomatoes 

Syboes (Spring onions) 

Salt, Pepper 

Simple French dressing 

Put the tomatoes in boiling 

water for half a minute, then into 
cold, and remove the skin. Cut into 
slices, season with salt and pepper 
and lay the slices, overlapping, in a 
long, narrow dish. Sprinkle gener- 
ously with finely chopped syboes, 
and pour a little French dressing 
over all, This is excellent with 
brown bread, butter and cheese, or 
with potato salad and cold meat for 
lunch. 


This next recipe is one of my 
own that I have prepared through 
the years. I do not remember 
where the recipe originated. A 
very attractive and tasty dish using 
canned tomatoes. 


HAM CREOLE 
l nice center slice of ham (1% to 2 
Ibs.) 
cloves 
prepared mustard 
brown sugar 
1 medium sized onion 
1 small green pepper or % large 
No. 2 can tomatoes 
2 tablespoons flour. 

Place the slice of ham in a 
casserole, stick a few whole cloves 
in it, spread lightly with prepared 
mustard, and sprinkle with brown 
sugar. Cut the onion and green 
pepper into small pieces, add to 
the tomatoes and pour over the 
meat. Cover and bake in a moder- 
ate oven 1 hour. Uncover and bake 
until meat is tender. About 10 
minutes before serving, thicken 
the tomato sauce with the flour 
which has been mixed to a smooth 
paste with a little cold water.

In any case, I am convinced that 
apples are one of life’s greatest 
gifts and apple-eating is a lovely 
way to celebrate life.

wine list in a restaurant? 

No matter what your idea of 
wines are, it could be worth your 
time and your mind to take a trip 
down to the Old Mission Pen- 
insula yet this summer to learn 
about the great wines that are 
from grapes now being grown in 
the region. 

You see, good wines first come 
from good grapes, and only 
certain varieties will produce 
exceptional wines. And then you 
have to have just the right 
growing conditions. Long hot 
days, cool nights, and a winter 
that won’t kill off the buds from 
the next year’s crop. 

All of these conditions are 
found in the micro-climate that 
the Old Mission area contains.

Undaunted, he flew to Ger- 
many to meet with Dr. Helmut 
Becker, the head of the viticul- 
ture department at the Univer- 
sity of Geisenheim. The school is 
long noted for being the best 
wine school in the world. 

O’Keefe took along 10 years’ 
worth of weather data to help 
determine whether the peninsula 
had the right kind of micro- 
climate to sustain the grapes. 

Dr. Becker said that he 
thought the area would, and 
came over to see for himself. 
After inspecting the land, and 
doing some checking of the 
weather statistics for the 
predominately cherry growing 
area, he was really impressed. 

O’Keefe then purchased some 


land, about 100 acres of prime 
cherry orchard, and proceeded to 
rip out the trees and move about 
a million cubie yards of dirt 
around to make a slope that 
would let the cold air drain off. 

His first planting of grapes 
was in the summer of 1975 after 
he built a plant to produce the 
wine. About 50 acres were 
planted with vines he brought in 
from Europe. 

While waiting for the vines to 
start producing, O’Keefe 
purchased grapes from other 
areas to produce wine. 

His first picking of the Geisen- 
heim Clone 239 was late in 1979.

pert,’’ said O’Keefe. 

O’ Keefe is not alone in the 
business, he has a lot of help to 
produce the wines and perhaps 
the most important person is 
Roland Pfleger of Herxheim, 
West Germany. Pfleger works 
between two wineries, one which 
is owned by his father in Ger- 
many and O’Keefe’s. Pfleger is a 
graduate of Geienheim Univer- 
sity with a degree in Viticul- 
ture and Eonology, but his train- 
ing in the wine industry started 
well before he went to school. 
His family has been in the wine 
business since the 1600’s, about 
400 years, and Pfleger started as 
a young boy working with the 
wines. 

The family business is doing 
well in the competitions also, a 
point which O’Keefe is equally 
proud of as Pfleger will con- 
tinue to divide his attention 
between the Weingut Jacob Pfle- 
ger and Chateau Grand 
Traverse. 

What the 


makes wines 


produced on the peninsula so 
much better is, according to Bill 
Skolnik, the national sales man- 
ager for the firm, a matter of 
temperatures. 

He said that in relation to the 
wines that are grown in the 
California wineries, Michigan 
has the ideal temperatures. In 
California, he said that the tem- 
peratures during the day are in 
the 90’s while at night only fall to 
the 60’s. That is not as good for 
the Johannesburg Reisling 
grapes as Michigan’s 80 degree 
summer days and 40 to 50 degree 
nights. 

Skolnik also said that the sales 
of the Chateau Grand Traverse 
Wines is growing and exceeding 
supply. California is the largest 
wholesale market, with Detroit, 
Grand Rapids, Lansing, and Tra- 
verse City being the best in 
Michigan. Sales have also start- 
ed to take off in Indiana and 
Minnesota and Florida. Chicago 
will start getting the wines next 
spring. 


Skolnik said that the firm sells 
more wine in San Francisco, the 
home of the American wine in- 
dustry, than he sells in all of 
Michigan. 

To meet the demand, the 
winery is planting an additional 
40 acres of vines at the rate of 10 
acres per year through 1990. 
They are also urging other far- 
mers in the area to start growing 
wines for them instead of 
cherries. 

‘‘The business of grapes is a 
lot better per acre than the 
business of cherries,’’ said 
Skolnik. 


The production increase will 


allow the winery to produce 
about 10,000 cases of wine each 
year. 

Business is growing fast, sales
